Here Well Up Welcomed 
in State List Here Quietly 


Biggest Year in 
City's Building 
History Closed 


Palm Springs was up in the top 
brackets insofar as building per­ 
m it figures were concerned w hen 
the last day of 1946 rolled around. 
In the 12 m onths of 1946, 537 
perm its, valued at $6,680,330, were 
issued. In the same time in 1945, 
429 perm its, valued at $1,893,590, 
were issued. 
The past year saw m ore than 
a three-fold 
increase over the 
year before. 


SIGNIFICANT in the figures, 
according to P. M. Sw art, assist­ 
ant public works director, was 
the num ber of new homes built 
here, in 1946, 354 new homes, 
valued at $3,189,682, were started 
here. In 1945, 171 dwellings, val­ 
ued at $1,023,908, were started. 
With the exception of th e last 
three m onths of the year, 1946 
showed a m arked increase over 
the corresponding m onths in 1945. 


BIGGEST MONTH of the year 
was M arch w hen 180 perm its, 
valued at $3,704,200, w ere isssued. 
T hat m onth put Palm Springs 
third in the state of California 
in building operations and 11th 
in the 11 w estern states, ahead 
of m any larger cities.

and Import Company. 
The mother, who signed her 
name as M a r g a r e t e Lihnorr, 
wrote that the other mother in 
whoses behalf she was writing, a 
grandm other and grandfather, one 
daughter of 17, one boy of 14, 
and two little boys of 5 and a 
little girl of 3, are unaw are that 
she has w ritten to America ask­ 
ing for clothing, needles, thread, 
wiih which to do mending, shoes 
and soap. 
IN CASTING about for some 
one to write to in this country, 
Mrs. Lihnorr described what she 
believed to be an act of provi­ 
dence—a London Illustrated News 
fell into her hand. On its pages 
she f o u n d a picture of "Rich 
ladies from Los Angeles shopping 
at the Palm Springs Drug and 
Im port." Her lette r is addressed 
to these ladies. 
Archibald, on receiving the let­ 
ter, declared th a t he is planning 
to ask as many of his friends and 
Villagers to assist him in sending 
just anything to these mothers, 
especially clothing, soap and other 
items Mrs. L ihnorr mentioned in 
her letter.

Beverly died of a single bul­ 
let w hich crashed through her 
head, fired from a gun which 
deputy sheriffs 
report, was in 
the hands of T utthill. The gun, 
a 22 caliber rifle, is reported to 
belong to Dick Beverly, 18-year- 
old son of the m urdered woman 
and now serving ni the U. S. 
Army. 
Mrs. 
Ruby 
Beaver, 
practical 
nurse from Beaum ont, heard the 
shot and saw th e m urder victim 
drop to the floor of her cottage 
as she stepped through the door. 
Mrs. Beverly had just turned to 
re-enter her hom e after quieting 
the 
fears of h er friend, 
who 
w arned that T uthill would use 
the gun they had seen in his hand 
the first time they entered the 
cottage. 


IN RIVERSIDE COUNTY jail 
T uthill could no t recall any of 
the e v e n t s th a t led up to the 
shooting and fatal wounding of 
Mrs. Beverly. 
He also told the 
district attorney th at he was not 
m arried to Mrs. Beverly. 
In C athedral City the story was 
entirely different. There the m u r­ 
der victim was know n as a fine 
mother, a registered nurse who 
would tend the sick no m atter 
if they were able to pay or not. 
The evening of her death, she 
and h er friend Mrs. Ruby Beaver, 
had completed w orking on a u n - 
cer case in w hich the patient 
died. For several days involving 
long hours each day, the two had 
m inistered to th eir patient. 


DECEMBER 31 at 8:30 p.m. the 
two had stopped at the K notty 
Pine for something to eat 
About 
11 of the same evening, T uthill 
is said to have come into the cafe 
and demanded th at Mrs. Beverly 
go w ith him. 
She refused. 
He 
then tried to borrow ten dollars 
of her and this too, was denied. 
Then, threatening to leave and 
return to his first wife, Tuthill 
left the cafe. 
Everybody w ho knew Mrs. Bev­ 
erly in C athedral City had noth­ 
ing b u t the kindest words to say 
about her. Paul Clark m anager 
of the court w here the m urder 
victim rented a cottage said, de­ 
spite the statem ent of Tuthill, 
the tw o were m arried. Mrs. Paul 
DeHaven who also lives there, 
said she saw the m arriage certifi­ 
cate and Mrs. A deline M cLearn, 
who w ith her husband operate 
the K notty Pine, vehem ently d e ­ 
clare th e two wore m arried 


MEANWHILE Mrs. B e v e r l y 
went into the dining room of the 
K notty Pine and sat down at a 
table to listen to the music and 
talk to friends. 
W ith a parting rem ark ‘.hat 
there w as nothing else better to 
do than go hom e and to bed. Mrs. 
B everly and her friend departed 
for th e form er’s cottage. 
Mrs. 
Beaver iiad been invited to spend 
the night there instead of m aking 
the long trip to B eaum ont at that 
hour of the night. 
All reports, those given by Mrs. 
Beaver, Mr. C lark, m anager oi 
the court and friends who rushed

TECHNICOLOR DREAM WEED 


Have you ever had a dream in 
color? Chances are that you will 
have trouble recalling one that 
was n„t just in the sombre mono­ 
tones of black and white. The In­ 
dians of the Southwest, however, 
had a way ui ensuring that their 
dreams would be of full Techni­ 
c o l o r brilliance. They did it 
simply by utilizing a wild plant, 
the leaves and stems of which 
they either chewed or ground 
into 
a 
liquid 
concoction and 
drank. This wild plant contains 
a p o w e r f u l narcotic, which, 
among other things, will make 
you dream in color! That it is a 
very potent drug, must be em­ 
phasized, for if wrongly used, 
just a few too many drops, it 
can quickly cause death. It defi­ 
nitely cannot be handled by the 
amateur! 
What 
is the 
name 
of this 
strange plant, which is so com­ 
mon as to be worldwide in dis­ 
tribution? Botanists call it the 
"Datura;" 
country 
folks, 
the 
Jimsonweed or the Thorn-Apple. 
Names often tell us a good deal 
about the plant or animal to 
which they are applied, so first 
let’s look at the scientific name 
“Datura.” What lies behind those 
six letters? It’s hard to believe, 
plant is called “Witch’s Thimble” 
but cold-blooded murder, murder 
that was a profession and art, 
forms the background of that in­ 
nocent appearing generic name!

In the northern part of India 
there was formerly a large con­ 
federacy or fraternity of ruth­ 
less men who worshipped the 
goddess Kali. Kali the Black, as 
she was often called, was one 
form of the Hindu goddess Devi. 
She 
was 
usually depicted 
as 
dripping with blood, encircled by 
venomous snakes, and adorned 
with human skulls! Many were 
the obscene and bloody rites per­ 
formed at her feet, with humans 
regularly sacrificed to appease 
b jr whims! But that was hun­ 
dreds of years ago. In later years, 
plain unadulterated 
m u r d e r , 
usually by the easier and less 
messy method of strangling or 
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poisoning, had been substituted 
for these ceremonial killings. 
Murder was a profession with 
these followers of Kali the Black, 
for their only source of income 
was from the plunder they gained 
by such wholesale slayings. What 
were these people called? T..ey 
were named Thugs, from the San­ 
skrit word “sthagati” (meaning 
"he conceals”), and the word 
thug persists today as our slang 
term lor gangster’s henchmen. 
The cult of thugs was eventually 
suppressed by the British in 1930, 
but not until after they had 
perfected a fast-working deadly 
poison, which they obtained from 
a wild Indian plant and which 
they called “Dhat.” It was used 
by them to stupefy their victims 
before robbing them, and it is 
from the Hindu name for this 
poison, “Dhat,” that the generic 
term “Datura” was later coined 
by the great namer of plants and 
animals, K arl von Linnaeus. 
The vernacular name “Jimson­ 
weed’’ has an equally though less 
exciting history. A common spe­ 
cies of the Datura grows abund­ 
antly in Peru, where it is locally 
called "cacho.” Seeds of this va­ 
riety were sent from Peru to 
Spain, to the noted sixteenth 
century physician Monardes. This 
was early in 1564. Monardes grew 
some c' ' "se plants and became 
so for.d of its beautiful flowers, 
that l.c 
t some e-f l.-c ^ d he 
had grown to a botanist friend 
in Turkey. This friend grew other 
Datura plants there, and in turn 
sent some of the seed back to 
the great English botanist Ger- 
arde. It was Gerarde who first 
gave that species its common 
name of "Thornapple of Peru.” 
In a very short time, so popular 
did it prove to be as a cultivated 
shrub, that it soon was widely 
grown all over Great Britain. 


ABOUT THIS TIME, the col­ 
onization of the United States 
was beginning, and when the first 
ship that sailed from England to 
Jamestown, Virginia, left short, 
there had been carried aboard 
several of these tiny black Da­ 
tura seeds, stuck to the cargo. 
When the ship landed in 1607, 
these stowaway seeds were un­ 
loaded along with the freight, and 
later dislodged onto the earth, 
where they took root around the 
little harbor of Jamestown. Here 
they thrived under these new 
conditions, and quickly spread all 
around the port, becoming so 
common as to be considered lo­ 
cally a weed. In fact, colonists 
used to refer to them as the 
Jamestown weed. In later years, 
this became shortened to Jimson 
weed, its common name today. 
In addition to Jimsonweed, the 
Datura has several other common 
names, such as Devil’s Apple, 
Mad Apple, Stink-weed, James­ 
town Lily, Devil’s T r u m p e t , 
Derotry, Pomme-epineuse, Dorn- 
apfel, Stechapfel, and Stramonio, 
in allusion either to the apple­ 
like shape of the fruit, the trum ­ 
pet shape of the flower, or to the 
poisonous character of the whole 
plant. Along the Mexican border 
in Texas, the people there have a 
legend that witches use the spiny 
seed-pods as thimbles, so the 
plant is called “Witch’s Thimble” 
in that area. 
Even in Ireland the Datura has 
long been connected with the 
supernatural. There it is linked 
with the Good People and called 
the “Fairy 
Cap.” On moonlit 
nights, the little fairies were sup­ 
posed to come out and dance, 
wearing Datura blossoms on their 
heads as caps. The Irish will 
also tell you that whenever a 
breeze rattles the seeds in a Jim - 
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son pod, it is really the Good 
People whispering to one another. 


THE ZUNI INDIANS of New 
Mexico, 
who 
call 
the 
plant 
“Uteawe 
Kohanna,” 
used 
the 
Datura in one of their rain cere­ 
monies. The priests, prior to going 
out into the hinterland to beseach 
the birds to sing for rain, would 
first place powdered Jimson root 
on their eyes and in their mouth 
and ears. W hen this was done, 
the rain priests were supposed to 
be able not only to converse with 
the birds, but to understand their 
songs! 
Among the Hopi pueblo Indians 
of Arizona, the Datura blossom 
was used as a model for a 
woman’s hair-do. and many eth­ 
nologists firm ly believe that the 
so-called squash blossom type of 
coiffure was originally patterned 
after the D atura blossom, and 
not the squash. 
At any rate, 
artificial Jim son blooms are often 
worn as part of their ceremonial 
costumes. An extract from the 
roots was also supposed to cure 
grumpy persons of their “m ean­ 
ness.” The Hopi’s called the plant 
“Tcimo’na.”

Senator W illis agrees w ith J. 
Edgar Hoover that there is som e­ 
thing wrong, terribly wrong, w ith 
a 
Nation w hfth does not take 
heed of spiritual and moral v a l­ 
ues. 
He believes — and m a n y 
Am ericans w ill agree w ith him — 
that liquor is the cause of m any 
of the evils that have overtaken 
us' today 
To prove his point. 
Senator W illis released the fol­ 
low ing statistics: 


THE PEOPLE of this N ation 
spend a total of seven billion dol­ 
lars annually for intoxicating liq ­ 
uors. That is m ore than the a s­ 
sessed value of all the church 
property, including church b uild­ 
ings, hospitals, schools, and cam ps 
in the United States. Our people 
are spending as m uch each year 
for intoxicating liquors as all the 
church-going people have been 
able to preserve in church prop­ 
erty and 
im provem ents in the 
last 170 years. 
T his is not only 
the concern of the m oralist and 
the preacher and the educator; it 
m ust be the concern of the G ov­ 
ernm ent itself. 
The strength o f a n a t i o n is 
measured by the m oral fiber o f its 
people. The children of today are 
the citizens of to-m orrow and it 
w ill be to t h e m that w e, the 
adults of today, hand the reins of 
governm ent. 
There w as a tim e, not so long 
ago when our children w ore little 
lockets suspended from a chain 
around their necks. Today, they 
are known as “door key child ­ 
ren.”

Yes, these notes are by W. R. 
Hillery and one reason for them 
is that last week Mary Wolseths’ 
notes were credited to me in 
error. I don't want to discourage 
Mary for the mighty fine work 
she is doing and I understand that 
following this hectic week she 
will continue her Cathedral City 
Roundup. 
Another reason for these notes 
of mine is that someone must 
speak in the community about 
a m atter that was published in 
The Desert Sun last week. The 
m atter of vacating a portion of 
one of our already too narrow 
streets. A legal notice appeared 
setting a hearing for January 20 
in the supervisors room in Riv­ 
erside at which time protests may 
be heard relative to vacating 20 
feet from the west side of Glenn 
avenue as it joins the highway on 
the south. It is hard to under­ 
stand why two property owners, 
although only one owns property 
on Glenn avenue, should be a 
party to anything that shrinks 
our already too narrow streets 
and that particular corner is a 
bottle neck now. Plumley place 
joins Glenn avenue at that com er 
and it is quite certain that Plum­ 
ley place w ill soon be one of 
the secondary streets for business 
and will need space for an outlet 
on the highway. 


PROPERTY OWNERS on our 
main avenue as well as those on 
Glenn and other streets should 
begin to think of the problems 
of traffic that are stealing in on 
us without planning. There are 
six other 20 foot setbacks on the 
ends of the wedge shaped lots 
in Cathedral City that would be 
effected by the granting of this 
petition. 
There are fifty owners of prop­ 
erty facing directly on the high­ 
way or having unobstructed open­ 
ing on the highway. I believe 
that every owner touching the 
highway on the north side of 
the street agreed to a four foot 
setback. W ithin the chamber of 
commerce these owners should 
get together and have those on 
the South side agree to a four 
foot setback and the agreement 
be binding on their successors 
and assigns. The Civic association 
could also start the ball rolling 
to get the side street owners to 
agree, to say, a five foot setback, 
which would give us fifty foot 
side or residential streets and al­ 
low for sidewalk space that is 
not now available in a forty foot 
street such as we have. 


THERE ARE many things we 
can do by agreement, now, that 
would also require agreement if 
we were to incorporate. Person­ 
ally I would resist incorporation 
on our own, I would rather see 
us 
join 
with 
Palm 
Springs. 


Whether Palm Springs would be 
overjoyed with additional head­ 
aches I do not know, but Palm 
Springs is expanding in the only 
direction that is feasible and wiil 
shortly have a common boundary 
line with us. When the Melrose 


land is put on the market our 
community will move a half mile 
toward Palm Springs. That leaves 
only a mile and a half between 
us. That's right, Section 19, where 
that immense housing project is 
u n d e r w a y in Palm Springs 
touches the corner of 29 or w hat 
we call Crees ranch and that in 
turn comers on our section 33. 
Roads, sanitation, flood control 
and many other things are com­ 
mon problems not fully realized 
by either community.
